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11/4 155 | Maniac stomper caves in car roof on girl s head 


A CRAZED drug-driver rammed a 
young family’s car off the road and 
stomped on the roof in a second ex- 
treme road-rage attack in a day. 

A woman in the car with her two 
children, 4 and Il, says a utility hit 
her vehicle so hard it spun 180 de- 
grees, slamming into security boll- 
ards outside Sunbury police station. 

The ute driver then leapt on the 
mangled wreck, kicked in the wind- 
screen and stomped on the roof, 
causing it to cave in on the ll-year- 
old girl’s head. He also threatened to 
hit the girl with a bollard. 

“I thought we were done for. I 
thought he was going to kill us,” the 
two girls’ distraught mother, 30, said.

Saturday’s attack came just hours 
after a truck driver armed with a 
hammer and a stick tailgated and 
then rammed two women in their 
car on the Tullamarine Freeway. 

Assistant Commissioner Doug 
Fryer said yesterday officers were 
“deeply concerned” about drivers de- 
liberately using cars as weapons, es- 
calating minor traffic altercations 
into life-threatening incidents. 

“It appears motorists more and 
more are lacking basic courtesy and 
respect on the roads, and at times 
can’t hold their tempers,” he said. 


“This never justifies, however ... 
road rage and criminal offending.” 
The woman (pictured right with 
her children) said the 30-minute or- 
deal began about Ilpm, on an outing 
to buy ice-cream, when a white Ford 
Ranger Wildtrak ute began to tail- 
gate her Ford XR6 on Gap Rd. 
She exceeded 100kmh, almost 
crashing into a car as she fled. 
The ute began ramming 
her car along Phillip Drive. 
“He hit me and our car 
ended up on the wrong side of | 
the road. I got to the right side 
of the road and he hit us again,” 
she told the Herald Sun. 
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
